Abstracts of Title should show' 
the following as to each convey­ 
ance: (at the names of the parties 
as they appear in the body of the 
instrument and signatures; (b) the 
date and character of the instru­ 
ment; (c) the date and place of 
record; (d) the consideration; (e) 
the description by reference to the 
caption of some particular convey­ 
ance giving it or in full; (f) lf the 
conveyance is in usual form a state­ 
ment to that effect by the ab­ 
stractor will be accepted as to the 
granting and 
habendum 
clauses; 
(g) if the abstracts state that the 
acknowledgement is in the usual 
form or in form, they will be ac­ 
cepted in lieu of a copy of the ac­ 
knowledgement, but if there is any­ 
thing unusual about the acknowl­ 
edgement it shall be copied in full. 
Provided, that in instruments ex­ 
ecuted after 1899, the acknowledge­ 
ments shall be set out in full.

The French, it is said, are extreme­ 
ly hopeful of the outcome of Presi­ 
dent Wilson’s mediation in Armenia. 
They seem to think that Mustapha 
Kemal may listen to reason. 
There 
is not much expectation in this coun­ 
try that he will do so, but that may 
be due to the fact that in general 
Americans do not know as much 
about the situation in Armenia as the 
French. 
Tl^ere may be a solid basis 
for French optimism, and it is notice- 
able that the Americans 
who 
have 
had to do with the relief work in Ar­ 
menia do not 
share the complete 
skepticism with which most people in 
this country regard the probable re­ 
sults of the president’s efforts. 
At any rate, 
all 
Americans, even 
the president’s bitterest opponents, 
seem to be quite w illing to let him see 
what he can do. 
Mr. Borah says that 
he has a perfect right .to undertake 
the task if he wishes to do so; and 
even the Boston Transcript welcomes 
his acceptance of the League’s re­ 
quest. 
The Transcript, which almost 
out Borahed Borah in its opposition to 
this 
country’s 
entrance 
into 
the 
League and in its condemnation of 
“meddling” abroad, now declares: 
The United States once again has 
proved its eagerness to render human­ 
ity high moral leadership. Europe has 
failed, and failed signally to bring

League of Nations with its forty-odd 
members, is proving as powerless to 
help the Armenians as the diplomacy 
of individual 
nations. 
International 
jealousy and imperialistic greed still 
prevail over altruism and the natural , 
desire of nations to help their more 
unfavorable neighbor, and while such 
passions prevail, no nation across the 
Atlantic dares the steps necessary to 
prevent the annihilation of the Armen­ 
ian people. 
It is the glory and the 
honor of the United States to be able, 
under such coiTditions to lay down the 


lines of a just and righteous Armen­ 
ian settlement. 
Tile means to put 
that .settlement iii effect must conic 
from the Vowers of Europe. 
The Powders of 
Europe 
may feel 
that it would redound .still more to the 
glory and honor of the United States 
if it were willing to give at least a lit­ 
tle help to them in putting the settle­ 
ment 
into 
effect. 
They 
may feel 
that our part of the work is a good 
deal simpler and less hazardous than 
their—that it is going to 
be 
much 
easier to lay down the lines of a just 
and righteous settlement than to see 
that the settlement is carried out. But, 
while they may feel this, they will 
doubtless accept the situation as it is, 
though it is possible that some of their 
statesmen, now that President Wilson 
has accepted the 
post 
of mediator, 
will foe! some anxiety as to what the 
outcome will be, especially in view 
of the president’s stipulation thai, he 
must have the diplomatic support of 
the principal Powers. 
Diplomatic support, in a matter of 
this kind, necessarily involves some­ 
thing more 
than 
diplomacy. It in­ 
volves force in the background. 
It 
w ill be much harder now for the
